1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

Species A: LiMP04, recited in claims 1-5 and 23-26. 

Species B: Y„M2(P04)3, recited in claims 6-16, 19, 21, 22, 27-33, 36, 38, and 39. 
Species C: Y,M2(P04)3(X04)3.y where y is not 3, recited in claims 16-18 and 34-35. 
Species D: A3.^V2(P04)3 where A is a combination of Li and Na, recited in]|19-22 and 36- 

37. 

An election of species will make the United States application consistent with the Patent 
Cooperation Treaty case PCTAJS97/06671 filed by the same inventors on April 23, 1997, and 
disclosing the identical subject matter. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable.
